Jn each story we have either re­ 

ferred to adjoining cities by their own* 
names or indicated that they were a 
part of the "Torrance area."

We know that, as the largest city 
in the Southwestern portion of the 
county, we are the hub of the area. If

any name should be affixed to this 
section of the county, it should be ours.

We would even like to carry the 
issue one step further. A portion of this 
city, all within the boundaries of Tor­ 
rance, is generally called Hollywood 
Riviera.

With this name it is difficult for a 
newcomer or visitor to determine whe­ 
ther or not it is a part of the city.

We would like, very much, to have 
the designation of this area changed to 
"Torrance Riviera" to indicate that .it 
is a part of our city.

Unity has beon the key to the mag­ 
nificent growth of Torrance over the 
past decade.

We are not a group of separate com­ 
munities paying taxes and observing 
the laws of one central government.

We are residents of the city of Tor­ 
rance, which is a part of the Torrance 
area, ... we should be proud of it.
